THE LIFE 

AND DEATH OF 

MVLEY ABDALA MELEK, 
the late King of Barbarte^ 



IF Plutarch ( who did write , and paralcl the lives, and 
acls of the moit iamous men of thole times) were 
nov\ li\ing,io write and paralcl on the contraricthc 
lives and adts of the molt infamous men of the world ,1 
think he would haue much adoe to tindcout afitmatch, 
^ cither auncient or modernc, whcrevnto to paralelthc 
late King oHSarbarte Mnley /ihdala Hclek : yea rather I 
! thinkc he would leave hmi vnparalel'd. And io mufti, 
only feiiiigdovvnc lo much as in that fhon timclftaid 
atM^^f?^^^ (vvhich vvasbuttvvomonthci) hath been rela- 
ted to me by way of di(couric,by (uch both of our ovvnc 
nationand others as were for the molt part eyc^witneflcs. 
which is fcarce the hundrtth partof his cruel a£ls, and 
mad-pranks he plaid in that (hoii time of his raigne : 
which was fcarce fourcyearcs, mad-pianks i may call 
ihcm, forfois he comnionlic called the mad King, 
He was Son to ^\ulay sidan by a negra, fo by complexion 
a molato: The Mores in that rcfpcd Vvheiherof v\iues 
or concubines making no diflercncc of liiCcefTton , but 
commonlicihc elded, though by a cuMtubinc, caricrhihe 
crownc: and fometimcs the y(>nger gciicth thcblcfllng 
tromihc elder ; ()tw ittre&c. capiat. qui caperefoteH. 
He vyas cxiiaoidinaniie guicn 10 diinke wine and 
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flrong tlrinkc, which adJcd to his natiUMll dKpofition.' 
( which needed not ) inclyncd to ciuchic ciicn from his 
inUncic, OFa maolic llaturc: and oF a mod couragioiis 
dilpoficion* A good horfcman , vvifh his laiiiKc 5c target^ 
would cucr be the firll man In the face of his enemies : 
who indeed diu-fl ncacr lookhiin in the facc,biu prclcntly 
faces aboLir : his fvvoid malting v^a-efor him which waic 
foencr he went. Such was his rcfolulion, viamhive/jiam 
aut fxcuun. So that it may bcdoiil>:cd whet her his cou- 
rage , orcruehic were grcatcr:and in thcic tvvorcfpeds, 
1 wil be bold tofiic ( as before ) not to be paralcld by any. 
Asby thcfc few padigcs , geninfj;ar [ferculcs by his footc, 
may cafelic appcKc. And cuen bej-ore he was King began 
to play his prize hkc , Hercules furens , his armc and fvvor<.l 
f\ill in allien, cutting and kilhngat his plcafurc vpon cucry 
flight occa (ion. 

At one time he killed one of his ovvnc blood f the 
blood I'oyall ) oniic for tailing a litlcof his fvvcct mcatcs 
by ftcahh. Sweet meates muH hatte fowre faucc. An of hci' 
[ the chicffcrt of the caft of ihtShebitnitcs alHcd vnto him 
by mari.igcr of his Pra:uecclTours into that cafl ) luuing 
wronged one of his fcrfams, he lakcth fonic few of his 
fcrvants, hot abouctcn at the nioft with him, gocthdcf- 
pcrathc among ail ihcS/;^i.i/;//ri to thetcnt of ihis man 
being the valiantcllamongft them ail , challenged himof 
the wrong.- who flighted him (being then not King ^ 
mounted on horfcbacke , dilchaigcd his piQolt at him bur 
mifll'd, who prcfently ihis yong Prince drawing his fword 
iluc hand to had maugrc al the Shch.i/ji/s, dicjimc oFcJcarc 
An other time a Lev^Ntado oi icbcll (one of their (ainisj 
comming againft his Father ^uleySidanv\'\X\\ 3ooo.hor(c, 
like to furprizc him onii fodainc^hc with hb dtums^mufik. 
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and cnfigncs, and not abouc fortic hotfc,vvcnt out againft 
him,chardgcd (b fuuonfly,as put thcm,al to flightipurfucd 
thc\ idory,6c(as they fayJ with his ovvnc hand wounded 
the Levantacio that he dyed , his head after brought in , to 
Mu/ey Sidiin^ hanged vp in tiic Alcafwdf and quarters like, 
vvilcon ihc vvalsof Mtfrrrr/>,on the gaicscf the citic. Ha- 
iling bcorecliallcngcd his Father of neglcft.and too much 
fccuiitic; ofvvhom not only his cncmics,butcucnliis Fa- 
ther ( asihcy fay ) Hood in fearc,yci his l-athcr calling him 
Father, Such is the prapolterou mancr of the Moorcs, to 
call their eldelt Son Father, out of a rcncrcnccCas ihey lay) 
they giue to him beitig the fir(t burn,6( to be (a&it Iccnuih) 
l^atir fumi/i.ts^Y'A^\\i:v of thefamilic for the timciocomc, 
other rtaion lean not giuc of their prapodcrousinvctlioii 
of that rclarion,(or iaihcrconfufion)forthc Fat hereto call 
his .Son Father. Our Fieaucnly Father I am fure did not fo, 
I he King of Kings : lihou art my ^o» , &c, as it is in the 
Plalmes. Nor D^///V/theKingin that his pathcticallcxprcf- 
fion ol his Fatherly aft"cdion,fai beyond thcirsjca beyond 
all cxpielFion : /ihftlon my Sen , my S*;;. After his com- 
ming to be King iomcofthcfrcndsofthcL^«4w//<^tf ha« 
uing by fteahh taken downc his quarters to bury them, he 
connnnndedagieat numbcrofthc neighbouis heads who 
dwelt neerc thcic aboutcstobc cut of, executing many 
with his ovvnc hands as he met thcminthcftreets. 

And not long after immediailie vponiht death of his 
Faihcr,bcing nevvlic proclaimed King , his brother Muley 
r/vvit//i(i(^\)\s King) comming agiinQ him with a great 
force, better a{fc<^ed of the comminaltic than thcothcr, 
in rcfped of his crucltie: ( which they greatlic feared, 
and not vviihout caufc , as aficrvvards they found) 
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Muf^y AlliLt \Ultl: giiiing order firfl for his oulonncc, fo 
be dilclv.ndizcd, imiiicdiailic after hinilclf, being the firO, 
man (hauingbat a low horic) chardgcd (o furioiillic , niul 
lb throu'j^hlic, as he rnvvrc.i tlicm alL vvhcrvpon liis bro- 
ther fled towards s.r///V, but nui lon^ ahcr was betrayed 
di br )Ui;ht bnck aurinc by AlL\ud IfawudA dv\ cl!ing nearc 
yJzanwrc, v\ liolc Ijorma oi iancliuuie he tockc,liu ited and 
cncoiuaged by him lo Ibmc liuilier attempt : but indeed 
betrayed, vvhoafer \fcdhim in a verie ba(c S: vnleenilic 
manner, flipping him , biailng him ,andearying him, 
chained vpon a horfc to the Kuig. V Vhcrcvpon the King 
(thcyfav) when he (aw ijim relented , vea vvcpr, not 
vlingany extrcmiiic, but rather out (^f his lion-like mag- 
rianimitic.contcmning what cither he, or any other had 
don, or could doc again (i him. Yet did his brother liuc in 
continuall tcarc, diners rimes thrcatned by the King in his 
madhnmor, fending to him to prepare himfclF, and to 
knovvc what kindc of death he would dye: but by me- 
diation of his fiQcrs and others (hll put of. Atone time 
(the King being at S^j^4)inhisdrunkcn humor , thelcn- 
tcnee pronounced , and an A//'.//^prc(enilic (cnt towards 
h^orocco.vvhQtc his brother was then prilonner to execute 
it; but the next morning the Kingcommc to himlelf, and 
by mediation (as before) rcvcifcd, and a meOenger dif- 
patched to countermaund the other, whom he oiieitookc 
but at Ttwjift a riucr within fourc myics of Morocco, com« 
mandcd vpon his life tooucrtakc him : the other making 
no great haft, othcrvvilc it had been executed. 

One timcat SapaWxs hlmahaltii orcampc (wherein 
his brother Mulcy'^emyrt was then ) comming to pitch 
nearc thcrcaboutci , he in ftccdof a warning piece to 
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remouc further of, fhot a bullet amongft thci^r An other 
lime ( as 1 heard ) in ie(\ among the market folkc : yet did 
no lunt but killed an nni\ 

All other time in \\\s hlmakil/a (hatting been all the 
daie abroad drinking as he vied j and coming rising in iaic 
at night vpon the Ipur , as he p:iffcd by the ordnance, 
whereof the Knglifh h.ad thechardge,hccommaundcdon, 
the fodaine fvveavinga great Hnghfhoath/giue iire:vvliicli 
they preicntlie did , thcydurfldocnooiherv^ile; folhoc 
avvaic his ovvnc vncle being in companie with him all 
to pceccs. 

His yongcft brother, yea and his ovvnc yong fonne, 
fometime^ would he hang vp by the lcgs,and bcaic them 
with hisovvne hands. Nomcrvcilc then if he /vcrccrucll 
toothers, being lb vnnaturall lohisownc flcfhand blood, 

Eucric daic mufl fee blood ( blood f hed ) \yQ,tc it but of 
a hen , els not (ati lied. Poflclicd ( as (cmc of the Moorcs 
liauc told mc manic arc, & that he was ) with a f hcdcuilJ, 
frequent amongft them asf it fecmcthiamongft the heathen 
in times pafl, whereof a heathen philofuphcr writctha 
fet treatifc oC ImuLftsandft/ccubus. And the panic who 
told me this (aid , that one daic going a hawking hauing 
other Moorcs with him , one Following a good diftancc 
in the high vvaie,on a fodaine ftood ftill,and not long after 
they favva fmoakcarifc in tiic fame place , whereat they 
wondered, & went back, finding the man nnich amazed. 
Afkingthcrcafon,hcfaida woman met him there vcrie 
fairc & in good at tyre , who oftcrcd hcrfclf to be his wife, 
hcanfwercd, he hadoncalrcadic, fhcrcplyedhc might 
fake an other ( for io the Mooics may by their lavv ) being 
vcric impoiiunatc with him : at length looking dovvne^ 
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wai'ch pcrcciiicd het cliiblicd fcct,<S: vvhat f he vvaj, whcrc- 
vpon he went back, nnd abfoIiHly rcfufcd, and ihcicvpcii 
ihcvni'iKhcd in that mancr inagrcat fnuffc. The man 
prclaifly rhcicvpon fAlling fick , and lb continued a good 
v\hiik\ How tjiic this is I can not fay , but vvat reported 
to nic vcfic rcnoiifly, and fora tcrtnintie, lUir of this lam 
due iluu the dcuill can transfonnc hinilclf into an Angel 
cf light ; much mote take vpon him ihc f hapc (.^C a man, 
or a woman , as God pctmiiteth to cIcIulIc thofi: that obey 
not the truth. And iliis likcvsilc I kncvve lo be tiiicand 
ccrtainc , that he is both a Iyer ( ihe Father of lyesj and a 
murderer from the beginning: ciicr a thiif^,and ncuer fatis- 
fied v\ithblood« And ihcteforenomcrvCilc ifi his tyrant 
were fo pollelled asbcforc, that cucric daichc nnift (cc 
blood els not fitislicd. A.nd if cucry day, how much blood 
may be thought he fhed in that time of his life <5( raignc# 
Sometimes he would cut of mens heads with his 
ownc hands, and with his owne fharp fvvord , faying, 
ihofc whom hccommauiidcd did not cut them of well, 
and at once : which don would a( kc one of the tiiglif h- 
mcn if it were not well done, he mul\ lay yea lAuUj. Yea 
fix or icnucn mens heads in one day* 

Onccby cucrmuch drinking diftempcrcd in hlsbodic, 
hauing hisaimcs and hands bcnummed , hisDcdorpcr- 
l\'vaded him tocntcr into abath. After his bathing mcc- 
ting with one of his concubincs.drcvv out his fvvord and 
cut of her head ,to trie the flrength ofhisarmeifitvvcic 
found againe. Alfo an other for going out of her bite or 
chamber to the next doore to one of her fellovves ,for ihc 
Moores arc icalous cucnoftheirvvomcn, and will not 
fuflcr them to companic together. 

Made one man ftand flillvvhilc hcthrcvvftoncsathis 
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face, thrcatning ifhc offered to flir or mouc he would cut 
ofhishcad. So likcvvifc abroad in the fields, oftiimes 
would caufcfomconc of his fcruants to lie downe gro- 
velling , & fit vpon him in ftccd of a ftoolc a whole night 
together drinking : and the man durlt not for his life itir. 
And fbme to n.md by him whole daics and nights with- 
out moouing hand or footc , otherwifc would hauc cut of 
their heads. 

V Vould caufc men to be drubbed, or beaten alniofl to 
de.uh in his prclencc, which was but a common (3c gentle 
eorrcdion,fiiicot (ix hundrcthblowesatonce, and flftet 
they mud kift'j the giound,&giue him thanks.Towhom 
in this particular, <Sc others like wife, 1 may paralclagreat 
Lord in this part of the world: vvho(hauing flaincan other 
inaprivatduclJ, and, vpot\iul\occa(ionollercd, taxed by 
one to whom he had don wrong, difgracing, & difabling 
him, and that in an open aflcmblie,& difplacing him too: 
and therefore had the par tic rcafon there alfo to right him- 
/cll, and te[)ly,fjrparf rcfc rreyZnddiCMc him likcwife for 
fhedding of blood , which by the Law of God is murder) 
caufcd the panic to be committed to prifon (cloiTc prifoner 
at th« firft) and there kc^i j3nd ft J with the hre4dfifaffl$- 
fiiofi, till in the end he was forced: (hisimprifonment.and 
punif (imcnt both of bodieand purfc, bcfides the difgracc, 
nofiifficicntrati^fa6tion)toki(retheground, thatis, make 
an humble fubmirtlon.andfubfcribc that he had oftcndcd, 
nndabufedhis Lordfhip with opprobrious, and vnciuill 
language &c. that is lo fay, that ihc Law of God is an op- 
probrious & vnciuill ianguage.vvhich hhh'JlethatfMitctb 
an other with an inftrument ofyron^that he d) h a murderer 
€^^. which fubmillion he now vtteily difclain1c(h,as mod 
bJafphamousa^aiuftGod & his Law, ^ don of infirmity, 

and; 
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zwaMj dares of imfrifonmcMt y liauingno mcancsnt allto 
maintainc hiiiifclt any longer in prifoii,but there lofinrvc; 
prayingtjod to forgiiic him, and thrm hkcvvilc who im- 
pol'cd it. To whom { cucn to that grcai God ) that great 
lord ought rathei to make fubmifllon , for violating his 
hohc Law, as Aii/V/did, ( a King and was not al hamcd.) 
I haiic (inncd 5cc. yc.i and after fell to the ground , and 
Isillcd the ground vviih n^anic learcs. 1 hereforcis hea 
faint in hcaucn: and lUtUy hbcLilahAdc)^, and all fuch 
bloodic tyrants, (5( murderers (\ vuhout repentance) dcuills 
in hell , Yor Tofhcth i) fr.tpnred of old cuenfor Kh^gs , and 
Lords too if they repent not :loi with ()Od theic is no 
refpcct of perfons. Nor was with this King M///ry 
AbditU M^/fk, in thccrucll courfcofhis tyrannic.* where- 
vnto all» both great and (mail, were fubjed. 

Yea he would, caufc fomc to be beaten on ihc foles of 
their feet, and after make them run vp,anddovvnc among 
the ftoncs, and thorncs. And foalfo vfcd fomc ihar were 
lame, 5c hurt, pulling of there fhooes ,& making them run 
barefooted in luch placcs:orels would cut of their heads. 

Did caulc one of his Alkaids 1 his chicfle falconer) to 
be drubbed and beaten , manic hundici.h bIov\cs on the 
buttocks (as himfcif told .mc ) and after forced him to 
ridcin ihntpainfull maner [after him a hawking. Alfo 
ihc lan)cAlknid told me, that the girth of his fadlebeing 
broken, and he allighied : another Alkaid coinmingto 
help him, and holding hisUirrop, the King called that 
Alkaid to him , andcraifcd him to be drubbed for holding 
hisilirrop , andnot longafierihe hkecccafion falhngout 
againc, caufed the fame Alkaid to be drubbed againc, foi* 
not holding his flirrop*

He run a mans thigh thorovv with his launcc to the 
faddle, and after bccaufc he was not able ro ride alter him a 
pace, gate him ivvoor three hundtcihblovvcs. 

V v^ould with his fwnrd cut and flafh men for his plea- 
furc, andaficr himfcl.'giac (hem plailkrsiocure them. 

\f Vould calt men to lue lions to be devoured, an oihcc 
of his tortti^ms. 

To one among the reft he promifcd that if hcvrould 
fighr \ vith them, and could cicape he ( hould be perdoncd: 
which hr did manfulhc (as i was told) beating iht m from 
hlni either wi'.h (tones m fom fuch meanes clearing him- 
fel , yet af cr was put to death 

Some he caulcd to be ralUar'd , or dragged by the fcetc 
at the horlchi-elcs, fhoi i^ickand head againO: the ftoncs: 
as Jiedid(hc^/./r*//> yy\isi)^occo i the chietTc officer of that 
citiC) round about his Ahnahalla or camp till he died* 
Others ioinfed,t heir fingers, and toes firlt cut of by cucric 
jointc.arincsand legs.ac (o head and all. An other hanged 
vpby thcpiiiiie members, one caufed toflt vpow him to 
weigh him dt)vvnc : and vet the man iiuing. 

Another ( a hole digged in the ground ) let in the earth 
vp to the head , as Scholiers in (ome places ufe to fhootc 
at the cock at Shrouctyde.Mbdid he caufc thecaptmcs witli 
their peeccs to fhootc ai thi^pooie mans head. They all 
mifling, he himfcif cane nccre with his ownc pccce and 
fhot him,calliiighimadeuill bccaufe they all mifTcdhim, 

He cut of a Moorcshead (a church man,ot Sexton) for 
€ryi')gon the church rower or (leepie, and curling all that 
did drinkc wine , forbidden by their la wc. A n oi her alfo 
for crying and fiagingmore thenvfuall. For thcMoorcs 
hauc HOC bcls,bui in ftccd thctcof^ihcfe crycrs to call ihcm 
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to their devotions : In the nanrtc of God , one Cod , ehc 
great God, and his Prophet Mahomet ^ the M-rfciigcr of 
God. Some lay this mnd King; did once ilncatcn that he 
would hniic one of the Friars , French or Spanifh , to lint; 
nialtc before him : vvliicli lihinkc would haiic plcafcd 
hltn httic better. 

He caulcd a French capiiiic to ttir \\c Moore, und be cuf, 
that is made an eunuch , on he for cxtotUng the King of 
France tobconeof the gtcatcll Monarches of the worlds 
Another, who kept his horfc,ncucr without flafhcsnnd 
wounds. An othor Frcnchmans doublet with a paire of 
fizcrsdid he cut all oucr in fiafhcs with his ownc hands, 
faying , he was now a right Frcwch Cavallero , like to the 
reft. 

If in his drunken humor abroad in the fields fa? lie was 
fcldome (bbcr ) he did fall i'rom his horfc , all his Alkaida 
and fcruants mull doe the like, and lie dovvne,»and doc as 
he did. Much like the catching of thcdottcril! : and not 
offer to rife or get on horfcback til! he did , nor to hold his 
flirrop, or come ncarc him all the while, if they did \\z 
Yvould glue them blovvesv One of his A Ikaids , for fomc 
fuch like offence, caufed he to fit 24. homes on he top of 
hibtcntin the Almaha'lJa Casit were on the pilloriejfor 
all men to gaze vpon. And now and then would he giuc 
them a pill called shifhai (the effcd whereof is to make 
men meriedrunke) lomakehimfcif fport, ikit indeed his 
onlicfpott was in cutting of mens heads , and ( as before) 
in fhcdding, and feeing ot blood. No one day cfcapcd but 
one or other facrificed in mod bloodie manner to this 
vnfatiabledeuill: and fhedeuill together, if that opinion 
cf the Mootcs be tmc, as before.

On a time the Chriftlan captiucs, at Saffid the port (own, 
^ad laid a plot to breakc the prilbn , and cfcapc by fca in a 
^oatc, but in theading thereof were difccucrcd, all taken 
3nd beaten in moft piiifullmanei* to make them confcfTc 
^he Ainhors,moft of ihcm Spaniards, and French : th« 
chieffe plotter a Spaniard (as it feemcih ) of fomc account, 
called Don Vcdro , who was lent for to the King ( then ia 
his Ahnahalla) vvhothcrcvpon called all the Engli[h,an^ 
others to kneelc before him, feiting the Spaniard alio right 
before him. Then laid to the Englifh,youc lee this mif be- 
Jiucr that would haue run avvaic , if any of youc be like 
minded, run fure , andclcareawaie: oihcrvvi(e,if youcbc 
taken ice here your doome»Thcn caufed he firft the Spani- 
ards caics to be cut of one after an other : then his nofe : 
then his lippes one after an other :then his mouih^onboth 
fides (lit vpto the cans: then his lingers difiointedone 
from an other : which don the King fell a lauj-hing , ha ^ 
ha. ha. Then faid theSpaniaid to him (hauingall this while 
looked him in the face & indurcd it vcric manfullic ) now 
Tyrant doc ihy vvorlt. vvhercvpon prefcntlie he cut of bis 
head. So dyed this valiant charnpion , cuen in death 
triumphing ouer his tyrannicall tormentors. 

An other time a Moore being brought before him for 
fome mifdemcanor fearing death , faid vnto him ; Mttley^ 
1 haue lined all the daics ol my life hitherto a Chriftian , 
if thou wilt now pardon mc, I will turnc true Moore 
againe. His meaning was that he had liucd a wicked , tnd 
lewd life, as many Chriftians haue don, and doc , both 
in that and other countries , I fpcakc it to their fharnc, 
whereby the name ofChrift, 5c his religion isfirandalized, 
and blafpha'mcd : but yet , notwithllanding that his 
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confcffion, that he had liiicdnChrKlinn , andprofcnion 
to lurnc Moore agiinc, (that is to fay,) to lead a godly life, 
was executed, For vviih this King there was no rcfpcdt 
of pcr'bnSjOricligions, oroccafions grcator fmall. Sins 
vciiiall,or niottall all onc,that i^ to fay mortalUOccafions? 
Tjayott times vviiiioutany occafion at all biuonlicashc 
met vviih any by accic'cnt, in his drunken and deuH'ifh 
humor, would try (as before vpon his ownc vvomen) the 
flrcngth of his aimc,and goodncs of his fvvord and chicfF- 
lie vpon his ownc nation wiihnut rclpcd i^f pcrfonsihc 
had no minions , or favorits atall : one goodpropcrticiii 
him. What f hall! fay. But (as an Alkaivi telling mc of 
thcfc and other his mad and tragicall a^ts exclaimed) a 
<icuill,adcifill. His Alcafava, or court thevcric picture of 
hell ; which made the greater and better (brtc to flee away 
into the mountaincs, orOand vpon their guard a far of • 
hkc ihofc vvylie foxes in /Eftp fceifjg ai/foote fleps goh^gftr. 
njvard i/itothe lions den ^ but few or none r€trorfum^ha€\L 
iigdinchn^ thole that did, howlingiandcrying.wecping? 
and wayling (Ighing, and wringing their hands, cithct 
for ihemfclucs, or tfieir friends, Tliis was the dailie^and 
doleful! mufick both Yviihin and without: the vcric gates 
of hell. Fricndb? nay rather fiends, day lie tormenting one 
another. For fo would he coinmaund his Alkaids, and 
fervants to drub one an other at his plcafurc , 6c cut of one 
an others heads too* 

He would commonlic fay inaicftingmancr, that it 
Teemed to him whcnfocuer hccxccuicd anyof thcMoores, 
that they hnd two or three heads : meaning tocut ofbut 
one ,hc left none: wif hing (asic (cemcih ) like that Ko- 
manc tyrant , that all ihcilomancshadbui one neck, he 
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would cut them ail oratoncc!SoM///fjf A W4/4 M^/<fk,the 
Moorcs. of whom he was F/rf^^^////w,thconlic whip that 
cuerwas. And fas fomcthinke ) the bcl\ King for the 
Aloorcs that cuer was: icquiring not a blockc, but A-fofs 
for'^e to kccpe them in ful>.icaion , ihcy othctwifc prone 
to icbcllion, aftcdit^g alteration , and innovation: as their 
rcfran or proverb is ; l-verie Hm) a neiv chs-chs , eucrie day 4 Cus-cus a 
new wife, and eueric day a new King, ,p(.^^t ju 

And though hcYvas thus crucH and tyrannoustothc lircmrc- 
Moorcs,and oihers,yct did he favour much and refpcd the ^^j*^"^^"^ 
tnglil h, 10 wit I he ca^Miucs , both bclbrc and after he was 
King. Making one oi them once to ride behindc him,but 
vvithall bidding him not fit too cloflciohim for filling 
him full of lycc, Threatning iomctlmcs , but yet nciicc 
giuing any of them fo much as a blovve. V V ho in his fa- 
thers time wcic kept in chaincs both by the neck and legs, 
but he comming to be king released them , and made 
them, his gunners, giuuig them free leauetogocvp and 
dovvnc where rhcy would at their plcafure , and doe al- 
moft vv hat they would : and not a Moore that durft con- 
troll ihem,but rather flood in awcofthem.Though their 
allowance but fhort, yet, hauing that libettie , ihcy made 
the better fhift. And lomtimcs the king himfelf in a good 

humor would giuc them money: yea, and fomctimcs in 
his mad humor. Yet did hecaufc fome Fnglif h boycs per- 
force to luinc Moores, cutting them, and making them 
capadocs, or cunuchcs : but aftervvards fas they fay ) re- 
pented; laying: he would neucr more force Englifhmcn 
toiuriK Moores, for he found them better fcruants to 
him being chriflians , then Moores : for that being chii^ 
ftians they would ftaudby him , and flay with him : but 
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being Moorfs run avvaiefrom him , hauingmcre libcttic 
andopponiinitic* 

And as he was (as I may fay contraric to his nature; 
thus favourable to the captiucs , (o was he likewise to the 
JVlcichaniSjOr others t hat came al hoarcHe being at S^ffU 
one lime Handing vpon the vv als , an 1 nghCh boarc com- 

niingalhoarc, he called to one oFihe memo come to iiim: 
vvho,not knowing him to be the kirg,al the while Hood 
talking vnto him vuih hishatt on his head in Spanilh, 
al rcr the Kinggoing into the cadic, called one of ihcEn- 
glifh capiiucs to him , afking him it hibcouniiicmcn had 
no better mancrs \ bidding him go fetch the panic to him, 
vvhobcingcomCjthcKing would fay noihingtohim.but 
on ly made him to attend tiicrc a good time, nn^ caufcd the 
Enghfhcaptiuc whom he loiicd well , lobc committed 
to prifon in the others ftccd, and chaincs to be put on him. 
But ihc next day fcnt for him , caufjng his fword to be ic- 
llorcd to him , and fo , in a mad humor , made hjm , both 
with his fword about his fide, and chaines about his Jegs, 
towajkcafrcr him round abour the wals, talking, and 
jcftingwuh him familiarlic as he was wont : and then 
afrenhis chaincbalfo were taken fiomhim.Thisonlichc 
didinieft , to teach Englifhmcn good mancrs againftan 
other time. But to the Aloorcshis icfls were in good 
earned, a word and a blowc. 

At the fame place at S^///, fic would take the women, 
a wafhing at the fca fide vpon thcfands, fetthcm vpoii 
ihcir heads, & caufc water to be powred ( with reverence 
be it fpokcnj into their vnfccml)- parts, tofceif it would 
come our at the mouth againc. 

Hcmuftcrcdall the fairc women in Uerocce\[\v\\atof 
n fccmcih he had a Catalogue) caufing ihcm all at once, & 
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OH a fodainc fo come forth into fii$ great garden, called 
MonfaraS'. fbcinga mile in length , planted with Orange, 
and icmmon trees , and all kindc offruits ) and there pitch 
their tents for 1 4. dales together: praetcnding a pilgrimage 
with his women 10 Gomettn^ towards tlw hilsof A//4/, 
no man to come neatc them ( no not their huf bands) but 
only their negras, «^ I'eruing maids; himfclironlic walking 
the round, all thcfc women dailic andnightlic fitting, and 
attending in their tent doorcs as he paflfcd by to view 
them: moJeQic miy not repeat the reft. At Gometfd 
there is the monument of SitJJ/e \Mabbas one of iheir great 
faints, and there a great ftonnc, vpon which the Moores 
vie to rub their bellies, faying itcuicih thcchollickcand 
diucrsothcr difcafcs.Som Chtiftians fay \hi%Si(tdicBiabbaf 
Wikifaiftt Augtiiline , and that vpon this fton he preached: 
both which favour of fupcrflition. But Muiey AbdaU 
Mekk had no fuch devotion , for he went not thereat all> 
nor thofe women neither, almolt famifhed and ftarvcd 
with hungcr,and cold: for no man dutft come ncarc thcrn 
all that time to bring them any providon* This was one 
ofhistragicomicail parts. 

One of the Englifhmcn whom he loued aboue the reft, 
who hadthechardgcofoncofhischlcffchorfcs, which 
V V.1S vcne vnrulic , & would bite any man that came ncarc 
him, thcrfbrc aU'vaics faft lycd vp:thc king comming into 
his rovva, or ftablc; & fpy ing fomc thing amiffe about the 
horfe, vvouldnot ftrikcthe Englifhman, but commanded 
the horfe to be let loofc, & the Englif hman to ftand faft by 
him,fuffcring the horfe to bite him at his pleafurccuc the 
flc( h fro his armes:durft not ftir till the king called to him. 

An Other timc,thc fame Englifhman complayning to him^ 
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(hat he had nothing t(> catc faucbarlic, thcKing canfcd 
the hork im >abadera or bag in .Which they vie to giuc 
them provandcr , to be hanged about the tnglil'h mans 
ni'ckcrullof barlic; (ajitheydoc vpon their horks heads) 
aiul fo made him eaicihcbarlieUkcahorlc.An other time 
the iMiig, hauing takenoifcnccaclbme ihijit;, thrcaincd 
to kill ih,c Hnglifhman.and that vvithoutdclay:an Alkaid, 
vvillincj, to (aue his hfcjOtVeied the King! knovvc nor how 
manic huiidrcih Duccaisfor him, tobiiy himoi'thc King. 
V'Viiy thou foolc ( laid the King) doeit ihou thinkc I 
meane to kill him ? No , I would not For (o manie thou- 
sand Duccats: but to the Moorcs ( as I faid before) his icils, 
and threats were in good earnclU 

One of his N<'^r<?j vvhoni he loue J , and called brother, 
Iiauing offended him, being in his obadia , that Itaiclic 
pallacc.vvalkingin hisgardcn,antilcpaudifc,in the mid* 
^eft whereof arc diuers pleafant cinkeb or ponds , he cau# 
fed him to be calt into one of them , forbidding any to 
#omc ncarc him to help him out againe: at lcngth,hau inj 
walked a rurnc or two , bade one goc pull him out : who 
brought him word he was drowned^ What my brother 
drowned, (aid he? GoepuU himour,and buric him : there 
vva^all the mourning. 

An other he caulcd to eatc his ovvne excrement: afking 
how it relifhed. Yea he himlcjfcut a pcece of the brawnc 
of a mans armc whom he had killed , broylcd it on the 
coalcs, anddidcatcit. 

The Ki^g ofGiigoes fen , not oucr a day or two before 
the Kings death ( fomc fay the fiime day J drinking toge- 
ther, bccraufc he wasnotablctoplcdcc him lo much as he 
pradRccf- drunk > being all 4qu4 vita ( for fo muU cucric one Upc as 
Um^ he 
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he did, and dtinkc as hcdid) canfcd the whole bole full of 
^uAvitd to be giuen him backward likcagliftcr, till it 
rcverfed in their faces againe that gauc it.Hauing not long 
before made himtoftand two dales, and two nights iji 
the watei. And before thrownc downcan oihcrof the 
fons from the wals of S/i//^^, and broke his thigh* 

Vndcr a colour ofgoing a hawking, would lie vvholc 
daies, and iiighisabio.id in the fields a drinking: And be- 
fore his death manie daies A nights together. God hauing 
bcrcaucd him of his vndcrllading as he did Nihuchadnczer^ 
AtjddriHcn him from men to dwell with the hcaUs of the field. 
Yea he himlcUnot long before, hauing driuenavvaic from 
him all his moft tru(\ie fcrvants, ( fauconcor two j com- 
mitted toprilon: Andwiihall a vvatchfu/ldog which he 
loucd. 5: fed with his ovvne hand, for Ibmc imall oftcncc 
he tooke, likcwifc committed to prilbn with ihcm: com- 
maunding he f hould but hauc fo much bread , and water a 
daic.AUtbcfc his watchmenai once fcqucftrcd from him, 
and the other fo oucr toy led, & wearied with fvatching 
day & night; (perhaps ilfowcaricot him ai were others:) 
all fccmcd to conlpire his death. PIottcd( as it fccmcth ) 
before by fomc of the Elchies » or renegddoes , whom the 
King had thrcatned the next time he came to his houfe in 
Morocco xomx.tudi make Eunuchcs,to the number of two 
hundrcth: whereof they wcrcfore affraid. And there- 
fore one among the reft ( a Frenchman as is reported) 
watched his opporiunitic when the King camcbackto 
his tent at night (hauing been ill the day abroad a drin- 
king ) and with a pcece chardged with two chained bul» 
lets, f hot him in by the fundament , and privie member* 
into the bodie , as he was lying along in his tent. A iuft 
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iiulgcmcnt of God » in tcCpc^ of ih.it c;liftcr of ^j//^/*! w^ 
he gauc to I he K/>;^ ofGn^iocs Sort : ck ihrc.iiuiiii; like wile 
ihccichics as before. 

As alfoin rcfpctTt of tlmt abhomin.ibic impiK\cnt and 
filtnic .IlI: lie did at Sa/f/a to thole poorc women. Hut 
chictly f which God in the end will punifh vpon thofc 
Mahom(tiU)s , both T«;k/ :{\u\^9ores ) in can linij; poorc 
Chri(tians(boycsandothc[s) to be ciaumcifcd perforce, 
yea cut , and matlc cunuchcs* A iuft judgement of God 
( 1 i^y) oFall thofc Tyr<nus, both Turkes, Moorcs. and 
others, to be iiembled at ; and fo 1 Icauc him, 

Itnmcdiaily after hisdcath hisyounger brother M^/^y 
T.lvvMd was lalurcd King : bciugat that time a prifoncc 
in the AlcafiiHAy the Kings houfc in Morocco y cxpc«fling 
daiiic nothing els b.it dcaih. V Vhercvpon foirie of his 
frcnds(asatfuchatimc, andin fuch a cafe all arc frcnds,& 
happic he thcit can bethefirft; and fvvifrcft Mcffcngct) 
running in all hafl: to rhc prifondoorc, and crying out 
aloud to him to come forth : he thinking it had brcn to 
execution, to be put to death : lingering, & excufing him- 
Iclfjthathe would but take Icauc of hlj» wife, and make 
himfcif rcadic ( which he did only to die) they calling.and 
crying more and more , at length he came forth , and fo 
y\2sfregoncd^ and proclaimed King • of a priloncr ( I fay) 
onafodainebecomca King. Of a far mvjrcfoft nature,^ 
difpofition than his brother : yet crucll and Tyrannous to 
poorc Chriflians, and to the EngMfh, vvhomof late he 
hath molt Barbaroufly entreated foracof them. Eight at 
once taken , and circumcifed perforce : beaten, wounded, 
and one mans head almoflcutof, to make them turnc 
Moores; awd forlakc thciffaiih> The reft fcarcfull,dai lie 
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cxpeding the like meafurc: as by letters latelic written 

from the Merchants there may appcarc:which I referuc, 
^'viih other paffagcs, to a further accounr,!eauing them to 
his rnercic, which indeed is cnichie : Yor the mercies of the 
wicked *xre cruelties : and him and them to God coiudgc 
bt t wixt I hem, which in time might haue bccn'prcucnted, 
by a fcafouablcdifpatch long fincc expected ; thelofTeof 
ib manic poore Chriflian fbulcs, asncCsiflTaricIdarcfty 
as for.ie other difpatchcs: if the bodies, and foulcs of 
Chriftians be eftccmed of any value now a daics: as they 
are in Gods fight right precious: preciotis in the Jight of 
the Lord 16 the death of hit faints . 

And now will 1 adJrclTc my fclfc ( with this Pro- 
pofition: and petition hcrcvnto annexed) to Chriftian 
Princes, to condole, and corwmifcrarc thediftrcflfedjor 
rather dcfpcratc ellatc of thcic moft miferabIc,or rathei: 
more i han miferable, creatures, if more may be: not only 
theEiJglifh, but all other nations, who this long time 
haue indurcda moft raiferablc, and intollerablcflaucric 
vn^ct thcic infidels, both Turks, and Moorcs,and are like 
to doc more and morcif not prcrentcd : Which I pray 
Ged at length they may take iito their Chriftianconfi- 
dcraiion, AMEN.

onlic to thofc poorc Chriflians, but cuen toChrifl Icfus 
himfclf, and his whole Church,atid fo to be apprehended, 
without any Naiionall difference: whofc members we all 
arc, andought to hauc a fellow-feeling of one an others 
mifcricSj'orclswcarcnoChriftians aiall, not worthy 
that name. I fay, hauing been an eye- vvitnes of thofc great 
miferics , and indignities don to the poore members of 
lefusChrifV, fand confcqucntly tohimfclfc; ) as a poorc 
member of his bodie, I could not but be fenfiblc thereof. 
And prefcntthe bodies , and foulcsof thofc poorc mem- 
bers otChtifl (like that Lcnite in the bookc of ludgcsjdil- 
mcmbrcd , cut in pecces , and quartered , to the eyes like- 
wile of nil the tribes of Ifrael: that is to lay, the whole 
church of Chrif\, both Prince and people , of what nation 
fbeuer, all iijcmbcrs of that his inyfticall bodic,6c nil aiytvc 
inicicfl therein :obliged, like the //rrtrf///^.s toioyncio^c- 
thcr ^s one wan, to right , andrcvcngC; tuen vvithih,.^ 
hazard of their liucs , d^ cftates, thcic io jjrcat injuries , luid 
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open thy mouth for the dumme in the cauje ofiff/thcfe that are 
oi)fohjtedtodcUructionJ\ hole poore ( hccpc appointed lor 
ihc flaughtcr: the (luightcr both of bocic, t?( (biilc bought 
with ibdcarcapiicc, whole blocdcls vvilJ be required: 
requited ( 1 fay ) at the hands of all thole, to whom God 
hai h giiicn power, <5c mcancs , ( \0Yt6 whom much i^giucn 
cfhim rnuchfhixllhc required) but vvaut hearts, and mnidcs 
to light, and ledrcflc it \ ffeaV^eurmittdes. Confidcroiii 
( noble Princcsand States) by your Hmbafladois one with 
another, both for iheprclcnt how to rclieuc all thofc 
poore foulcs that ate in inifcric, both vndcr the TwkJ and 
tAoorcs'. and how to prevent the mifcrics of others tor the 
timctocomc, like to be taken by their Ihips atfcamorc 
and more , and made flaues , that ib to fay more than niifc- 
rablc : if not prcucnted. Which a few good (hips, ( had 
Chriftian Princes confidered of it all this timc,and been io 
minded (that is to (ay of one minde hiucilUlachy^mtt^ 
niight hauc prevented : and may yet for the time to come. 
Toyouel fpcak (molt ncble Princes and States) that arc 
of one mindc: CO ft/idey df it take aduice^cirfpedk your winds. 
And in youe toihe whole church of Chrift:Ict'it hzafree* 
will offering y both of Prince and people to Chrift lefus, 
towards this foChriftian, honourable, and charitable a 
vvorke. A feacond redemption of his poore diflrclTcd 
members, out ofthehandbof thofc infidels, vcriceaficto 
be tamed , and fubdued : & with no grcai chardgcs to any, 
outofa voluntariecontiibutionof manie«And (if I were 
vvorthic to advife,and this my ptopofition, and petition to 
takeeffcd) this/y<'fvv///^m;?^, or contribution, to be de- 
pofitcd in the hands of the Lords ihcS/rf^^/Gf^fr-j//of the 
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vnitcJ Prouitices ,and the Prince of Ornnge : who h.tuc fo 
great ftorc of f hips, andean moft coiivenientlie manage 
(iichalTaircsby fea: and arc fo noble 3 and (6 honourable, 
as no doubt they would advance it to the vtmoft. Thar fo 
this facrcd fcruicc , being managed by one vndertaking 
State, confiding ot (o nuaic wile Siatcs-rnen,andprudcac 
Senators,may by GodsblelVin^ recciuebctter fuccefll^thaa 
thofc expeditions informer times, fiuftratcd by thedilTen^ 
tionotMiiicrs Princes vndcrtakcrs:as in the rW///; hill ory 
mayappcarc. Thcgrcarnes of which Monarchic nov/ 
draweth to a period .• ( as that of Romcy ) maqnitudine U^ 
borAHsf$4A : both the one, and the other , f as i faid before ) 
now in thcfelafl daics to be finallie dclhoyed : 2nd the 
Kirtgdome oflefui Chrift to he erected , netter to he d'/lroyed^ 
&c. I fpcaknotthcfethingsofmy felf, neither doc Inovv 
come from my fclf, but hauc the holy Prophets , Apoftlcs, 
and Difciplcsofmy Lord andSauiour Chrift lefus for my 
V varant. And in his name oniic , and no other, cucn frotn 
the King of Kings doe Indwcomc; (Imagnificmyim- 
ploymcnt) more than an EmbaCradour.andyctvvithall a 
petitioner, to treat, and entreat in the bchalfc of his poore 
affli^cd ttjcmbcrs , who arc not able , burti with prayers, 
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and tam] to tfCAt ] ot cntreaf for thcmfelues. Of eft thf 
wouthfor the durtmc in the caufe cfallthofe that are appfi/rt' 
ted to desiruttion. There is my commidion : there is my 
warrant. Ami I miift indutic ,andvviU, ftandvponit, 
it (landing fo hiulilic vpon the King my maifters honour, 
tlic King of Kings : cxpefting now how I fhall be rccci- 
ucd; the (iicccfl'c whcrCof J refer to him. And Ibcon- 
cludcvvith pinycrs,& tcarcsthcTvcaponsofGodschnrdv. 
^mU mm mfivota fuperffwt . Praying God to put inte the 
'hearts ofCh7iJHi\npri)ices ^vvfthone mind to fulfill his vvil:
